ing the distribution of campaign 
funds is undertaken every year 
by more than 300 volunteers who 
spend over a total of 10,000 man 
hours on the task. 

This year for the first time the 
Crusade has placed $100,000 in a 
contingency: fund for special 
emergency programs, ‘This ac- 
tion follows last year’s success- 
ful expansion of. summer pro- 
grams to meet the needs of un- 
employed and youth without ade- 
quate recreational facilities avail- 
able to them. :
